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WAS incompany the other evening with 
fome Gentlemen and Ladies, who were 
lamenting the prefent want of tafte, and in- 
quiring among themfelves what could be 
the occafion of it. Various, Mr. Bavius, 

were the reafons afligned. Some imputed 

it to our bringing into the world too foon the young ones 
of either fex. The want of a fufficient foundation in 
our youths, before they are let loofe to «acquire, by the 
commerce of the world, the knowledge of it, and a beha- 
viour proper for all parts of life, was (according to them) 

the occafion of fuch numbers of raw boys of 25 and 30 
ears, that infeft all public and private places, and are 

incapable of converfation, and confequently of improve- 
ment. As to the youthful part of the other fex, they 
were of opinion, that their too early acquaintance with 
ours, made them too foon acquainted with their own 
beauty ; which being reprefented to them as their diitin- 
guifhing charatteriftic, they were thereby induced to ap- 
ply their chief care to the cultivation of that, and almoft 
entirely to negleét, as a thing altogether unneceflary, the 
acquirement of intelletual qualifications. 

A Gentleman of a fplenetic turn of mind, who had 
liftened a good while without fpeaking, at laft broke fi- 
lence, by telling us, that tho’ he entirely agreed with us, 
yet fince empires, as well as arts and {ciences, had their rie 
anddeclenfion, he rather thought our period was come ; and 
that henceforward there was little to be expeéted bur a 
gradual decreafe of every thing that was good: for which 
reafon he had refolved to keep lefs and lefs company, 
and to live more within himfelf. We did not care to 
put him upon proving hisaflertion, by fhewing the iyinp- 
toms of this fatal period, but contented ourieives, with 
telling him, that we hoped things were not fo bad, but that 
acure might be found out. He fhook his head, and made 
no an{wer. 

My opinion, Mr. Bavuvs, being then afked, I told them, 
that I thought there muft be more than one reafon for this 
want of taite ; and that fo great a depravation could not 
arife from any one fingle caufe. That as to mytelf, I 
did really believe, that the prefent degeneracy of the Stage 
was one principal occafion of that of our tafle. For as 
in former times the Stage was looked upon as the fchool 
of riper youth (and indeed fo it ought to be) from 
whence they were to copy their manners, and gather 
their knowledge of the world in fome degree 5 fo the young 
people of both fexes were ftill taaght the fame doétrine, 
and frequented plays with the good will of their parents, 
in this very view. And therefore it is no wonder, when 
ridiculous, ftupid, obfcene, and infamous Pieces are re- 
prefented, that ridiculous, ftupid, obfcene, and infamous 
charaéters are formed by both fexes, and feen fo often, and 
in fuch numbers on the theatre of the world. 

This notion appeared fo jult to moft of the company, 
that we immediately dropped all further enquiry into this 
matter, and turned our thoughts to the remedying of this 
diforder of the ftage. Many ichemes were propofed for this 
effect, and many objections raifed. At laft one of the com- 
pany, amoift inveterate enemy to any thing that tends to 
debate the underftanding, or corrupt the morals, after hav- 
Ing in a fuccinét manner, by fhort quotations from every 
Piece that has been aéted fince the beginning of laft winter, 
thewn that they were either filly, lewd, or immoral, and 
exprett his utter deteftation of them,+ went on in the fo!- 
lowing manner. - — J have liftened (faid he) with 

reat attention to the feveral f{chemes you have propoled, 
for refloring the Stage to its former ftate ; but 1 think 
none of thein goes to the rootof the evil. For my part, 

I know none {fo likely to be effe€tual, as taking the ma- 

Magement of the Stage out of the hands of thuie, that now 

conduét it.

ed; and the Houle thould be o liged to act io many every

Would not be obliged to pay fervile court to perfons beneath 
themfelves, but likewife prevent the increafe of bad Poets, 
who would have no hopes at all of getting their Plays acted. 
There were but twodifficulties raifed againft this {cheme 
the firit was the finding out a fund for the payment of 
this theatrical commiflion; and the fecond, that as the 
managers were to ftand to the expence of acting new 
Plays, it feemed hard not to let them have the choice of 
what Plays they were to act. It was replied to this 
by the fame Gentleman, that he believed the yearly pro- 
fits of the managers were fo confiderable, that there would 
be no very great hardfhip in fubjecting them to aét what 
much better judges than themfelves flould think proper ; 
and that they would run much lefs rifque then, than 
they do now. As to the finding out a fund, he would 
propofe no other method, than the raifing the boxes a fhill- 
ing, and the pit fix pence, which he computed would 
produce fufficient-to pay the falaries and an officer or two 
more to fupervile the colleétion; and this he believed 
the town would readily come into, for the fake of be- 
ing more decently, agreeably, and fenfibly entertained. 
How you, Mr. Bavius, will approve this {cheme, I 
don’t know ; I wasdefired by the company to communi- 
cate it to you for your fentiments of it ; which having 
done, I beg leave to fubdfcribe mylelf, 
July 27, 1732.

SIR, 

. Ltho’ I think it very hard, that you fhould take up the 
“ cudgels againtt a near relation (at leaft a name fake) 
in behalf of the Comedian, one whom you folemnly de- 
clare you do not know, no more than you do me, I fhall 
not refufe to enter the lis with you, tho’ I do it very 
unwillingly, and fhould have been very glad to have been 
excufed. But before’ [proceed I mutt beg your attention 
to two things 

The firft is, that thofe who unprovoked and unjuftly 
begin an attack are generally in the wrong, and aniwer- 
able for ail that follows. I neither attacked the Comedian, 
nor you, till both of you fell unexpectedly upon me, the 
Comedian in a moft dogmatical,. contemptuous manner, 
and you, Sir, in a lefs fhgcking indeed, but more fevere 
one, becaufe you attempt to reaion. 

The fecond thing is, that Iam forry you chofe the Cox- 
rant to publifh your thoughts in, that paper being dedi- 
cated to political fa&ts, written in anfwer to the Enemies of 
the Government, and I, one of their moft zealous friends, 
have therefore fome fc:uple in my coni{cience, whether I 
fhould draw my pen againft any perfon that appears ina 
paper facred to that ufe. For which reafon, if you fhould 
think fit to honour me with any further notice, I muit beg 
you would chuie fome other paper, or elfe not look upon 
my future filence as a mark of your victory ; and I hope 
the managers of the Courant, who have not admitted your 
letter this time without fome difliculty, will be more ob- 
durate another. 

1 come now, Sir, to the confideration of the letter it- 
felf, and firft I remark, that the Witticiim you are pleafed 
to beftow on Sir Joun Patstarr and me turns very much 
to my advantage. —— You do me the honour to fay, J 
think I reajon, while Lonly wrangle.

{urely I am more juttifiable in writing, than if J thought 
I did not.

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truth is partiality, a well-wifber to him, as well as 


declares himfelf totally ignorant of thofe mentioned in the 
article, having neither /een, nor read them, and refolving 
never to read them; but not to baulk us quite, he makes 
another perfon call them fuff, a lomg catalogue of rubbifp, 
indigefied trafb, and nonfenje. It is poflible moft of the 
there mention’d pieces may deferve thefe appellations. I 
don’t difagree in the cenfure pafs’d on them in the main, 
but I think Auf, rubbifb, trafb and nonfenfe, are moft 
improperly call’d reflefions, which feem to imply fome- 
thing more. But this remark of mine was made only ez 
paffant, and not much dwelt upon, and therefore ought 
not to have been fo wafpifhly inapp’d at. Befides, is it 
not a moft injudicious, not to fay abfurd thing, for one 
who fets up for a refie€ter on modern Plays, to declare 
himfelf profoundly ignorant of them? where was the neé 
ceflity for this? why muft he bring a country Gentleman 
to town on purpofe to call them names to fave his credit ? 
That there are fuch things I'll wr readily grant you, as 
enerad refleBions, and pieces, which are beneath criticifan. 
— then, either all the pieces. mention’d, and the reit ta- 
citly referr’d to were fuch, whigh furely cannot be faid of « 
all ; or elfe it was incumbent on this Gentleman, or his 
friend, to have given fome few reflefions om them : which 
might have been entertaining, as well as inftrudtive; and 
juftify’d, without your laboured quibbling, the title of the 
difcourfe, But he had unfortunately, by the fcene he layed, 
tyed up his own hands : and to chufe a country Gentlemag 
for a critic en detai/, would have been a little abiurd, 
many other charaéters being preferably to be chofen for 
that end. It helps you very little to fay + an unprejudiced 
reader would not underftand by the Comedian’s wotds 
that he really had neither read, nor /een thofe pieces : for, i 
we are to fuppofe he had both read and /een them, the 
abfurdity, as well as ftupidity of the fcene laid becomes 
more flagrant, and the execution of his plan more ridicu- 
lous. Upon the whole, Sir, your juftification of the Co- 
median in this particular feems to carry more of the wrang | 
ling uibdling genius in it, than my_ condemnation of 
him ; ae fo I leave it to the opinion of the town. 

The next thing in which you are pleafed to become 
an advocate for the Comedian is» where he pompoufly af- 
ferts, {that axerring reafon is the only guide, and no other 
rule neceffary to be obferved in writing Plays,.tho’ he fays 
in the fame breath, other talents are requifite under the 
condu& of this only guides and that a meer reasonable 
man, that is, a man that has only this guide, cannot write 
a Play. I thought I had given the moft favourable con- 
ftruétion of this {ublime period, when I faid, I thought it 
meant that a man of fenje could not write a Play without 
a genius. \'m fure, if you conitrue it literally, ic will 
turn out abfolute xonfenfe. Neither dol find, that you 
declare yourfelf any where of his opinion. You endeavour 
indeed to juftily the Comedian by mil-ftating what I fay. 
You make me very unfairly difapprove of rea/on and ma- 
ture,as a guides Which I believe you'll be puzzled to 
find in any part of my letter: and then moft ridiculoufly 
ask me, What I will fubfticute in its place? Erring reason? 
or that which is not reason. Ohfilly ! poor Dramaricus 
fenior, thou doteft! or elfe art naturally very quarrel 
jome. 

I come, now, Sir, to the laft point of your juftification 
of the Comedian, and your unfairnefs to me; and tor once 
agree with you, that this Gentleman having feen or read 
the Modern Husband, may poflibly be a judge, whether it 
was liable to the cenjure paffed on the reft, without having 
Seen them, that is, may pofisly be a judge whether it 
was fluff, rubbifo, tiafb and xonfenfe: but 1 cannot go fo 
far asto think him a proper perjon to make reflefions on 
Plays, be had neither read, nor feen, or to give one the 
preference before all the ethers: which, Sir, if you'll Le 
pleafed to turn to my letter, you'll find is all I fay, and 
is {omewhat different trom what you are fo juft as to put 
in my mouth ; fo that the ///y complained of, by ouly 
changing the epither, mutt lye at your door. 

Tam very glad you think the refit of my remarks too conf 
fedly made, and conclufions too void af meaning to admit of 
an; objervations on them: for, asl have puriued yuu ep 
by ilep, in cale you had done fo by me, I fhould have 
had more trouble than I really care tor. 

1 now take my leave of you, and /olemnly declare I vei- 
ther know who the ComMeEDIAN is, wor who Dramaticus 
lenior; and Lam, without partiality, unle/s attacbment to
